stubborn Communist obstacle.

areas in Texas, Indiana, Illinois, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana. 
West Virginia and New York. 


The spell of mild October weath- 


er added to the forest fire hazard. 
Temperatures climbed into the 
80's in the Plain* state* Friday. 
R*«dint» generally wer* abort*, 


seasonal levels in other sections of 
the country. 


In Indiana Friday, state police, 


fire wardens, national guardsmen 
and hundreds of volunteers fought 
a l.OOO-acre forest fire northwest 
of Bloomington for more than six 
hours before it was brought under 
control. 


Texas Burn* 


Eleven separate fires burned 


over nearly 700 acres of pine 
woods in East Texas in an area 
where no rain has fallen in at 
least a month. The Texas forest 
service said that forest fires have 
destroyed some 30,000 acres thus 
far this year.

Acheson Accuses Russia 
Of Planning Korean War 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.-4*»-U. S. Secretary of State' Dean 


Acheson accused Russia Friday night of deliberately planning and 
carrying on the Korean War. He warned United Nations delegates 
that the U. N. "cannot buy peace at the price of honor." 


Speaking before the U. N. Gen- 


eral Assembly's powerful Political 
Committee, Acheson asked the 60- 
nation assembly to approve the 
conduct of the United Nations war 
effort. He introduced a resolution- 
backed by 20 nations—urging the 
Communists to accept an armistice 
on the U.N. terms. 


Calm Review 


Acheson's 
nearly 
three-hour 


speech was a calm detailed review 
of the Korean War, all that led up 
to it, and the drawn-out attempts 
to end it. One U. S. spokesman des- 
cribed it as a "kind bf verbal white 
book." 


The secretary of state declared 


the United States would do every- 
thing in its power to "ach.eve an 
"honest armistice" if the Commu- 
nists wanted one. 


"But 
if this i« not the ca»e," he 


warned, "and if the resistance 
must go on, then we shall have to 
examine our position and our abil- 
ity to carry that resistance for- 
ward." 


Some delegations interpreted 


this as an indication that if the 
Communists turn down the armis- 
tice appeal, the United States may 
ask U.N. members for further mili- 
tary support and possibly reprisals 
against Red China. 


Hall S|*«rh 


Most delegates except Soviet 


bloc representatives hailed the 
speech with approval. Communist 
spokesmen remained silent. There 
were some indications, however, 
that Russia's Andrei T. Vlshinsky 


may seek to reply when the com- 
mittee reconvenes Monday. 


Acheson's resolution asked th* 


assembly to endorse the stand of 
U. N. Command negotiators at 
Panmunjom—particularly 
their 


staunch opposition to forcible re- 
patriation of war prisoners—and 
to urge the Communists to accept 
an armistice on those terms. 


Twenty nations including the 19 


actually sending troops to Korea, 
have entered their names as spon- 
sors of the American resolution. 
Several other countries served ad- 
vance notice they would vote for its 
adoption. 


Acheson c a r e f u l l y laid the 


groundwork for the whole Western 
contention that the Communists- 
backed by the Russians—plotted, 
armed and executed the aggression 
in Korea. Re accused Russia of 
talking now about "reunification of 
Korea" after having sabotaged all 
efforts since the end cf World War 
II to unify that country. 


Quote* Treattat 


In outlining the stand on the 


prisoner of war question—the sole 
issue holding up a Korean armis- 
tice—Acheson quoted directly from 
17 treaties signed by the Soviet 
Union since 1918 in which the Rus- 
sians agreed to the sam* princi- 
ple of repatriation without force 
to which th* Communist negotia- 
tors at Panmunjom now are ston- 
ily opposed. 


The Communists demand that all 


prisoners be returns* whether they 
want to or not.

BecauM the kids «r« out-of-doors 


most ot the time now, why cot do 
something about the condition of 
0rdwood floors which have taken 
a beating through the winter? 


In most cases. be*t results are 


achieved by completely refinishUfff 
floors. In cases where the existing 
finish is floor seal or lacquer, it 
may only be necessary to touch up 
worn spots with the same type of 
finish. If the worn spots are con- 
spicuous because of their size or 
number, it's better to refinish the 
entire room.

^Before applying a new finish. 
the floor must be clean. This 
means not only sweeping it but re- 
moving all dirt and wax. 


There 
are" several 
cleansing 


agents which are recommended; 
mineral spirits or naphtha may be 
purchased at, most paint stores. A 
damp cloth with mild soap can be 
used. To remove grease spots, use 
a laundry soap containing lye but 
« 


"y on the grease area. Clean 
y a small area at a time and 


immediately rinse and dry it off. 
In the case of particularly stub- 
born areas where the naphtha, 
mineral spirits or strong soap fail, 
rub the area with steel wool. 


Be sure to follow the manufac- 


turer's instructions. If you use the 
same type of finish, one coat is 
usually sufficient. If you plan to 
change the type of finish it will 
» 


necessary to completely remove 
5 old finish from the wood ex- 


cept in one instance: Varnish can 
be applied over shellac. 


After the finish has dried thor- 


oughly, the floor should be waxed 
with either liquid rubbing-wax or 
paste type. Self-polishing liquid 
wax contains water and is there- 
fore not recommended for wood 
floors because it causes the grain 


to rise and makes the wood surface 
rough. 


Follow Instructions 


Follow the instructions on the 


container 'and don't spare the 
muscle. 


In some cases, more than one 


coating'of wax is necessary to give 
the wood protection from dirt 
which penetrates the pores. 


When the floor becomes dirty it 


is easily cleaned by removing the 
wax and dirt together and apply- 
ing a new coating. 


Proper Care 
Of Bulbs Is 
Success Key 


She care of. summer-blooming 


t>s, such as gladiolus, canna, 


dahlia and tuberous-rooted begon- 
ias, should be, part of this month's 
garden program. These 
tender 


bulbs can be kept over winter and 
planted next spring for another 
season of bloom. 


Actually,'none of these are bulbs 


in the true sense of the word. The 
"bulbs" of gladiolus and tigridia 
are.botanically known as "croms," 


ile those of the dahlias, canna 


Td begonias are termed "tubers. 
Gladiolus: A top-ranking gladi- 


olus grower -says that "at least six 
weeks are needed to mature the 
croms after the plants have fin- 
ished blooming. However, bulbs 
should be dug when the giants are 
etill green, so do not delay too long 
after the average killing frost date 
in your area. 
"" 


Do not leave part of stem on 
« 


b. Cut close and burn the tops, 
not leave bulbs to dry where 


frost can reach them. Do not pile 
deeply. Quick drying (not in hot 
^sunlight) is extremely important 
to prevent spread of diseases in 
.storage. Do not remove roots and 
old bulb for some weeks unless 
the old bulb is soft or shows decay. 
Wait until they separate with ease 
and without tearing the new root 
base. 
.0his waiting period is the most 
desirable time for dusting your 
bulbs with DDT. 


Use any DDT dry dusting pow- 


der—5 per cent strength is enough, 
more than 5 per cent is a sheer 
waste of money and increases the 
possible human hazard by inhala- 
tion. 


Canna and Dahlia: The treat- 


ment for storage of these two 
plants is similar. Dahlias are not 
cWficult to winter if the gardener 
follows instructions and makes 
certain the storage room tempera- 
ture docs not nse above 50 nor 
drop below 38 degrees'. 
Dahlia 


tubers should be dug up a week 
or 10 days after frost has black- 
ened the leaves. 


Dig—do not pull up—the plants 


to prevent breaking the necks. 
After digging, turn the tubers up-

side down to drain the moisture 
remaining in the stem, and dry in 
the sun for a few hours. 


When the earth shakes freely 


from the clumps, cut the stems off 
about six indies above the tubers. 
Do not wash off the soil because 
soil clinging to the clumps guards 
the necks from breaking and re 
duces the possibilities of the tubers 
drying out. 


You may store the tubers in a 


box or barrel lined with news- 
paper, or they can be packed in 
dry sand or peatmoss. The tubers 
should be-lightly dusted with sul 
phur-to reduce danger of mildew 
during storage^ • However, 
since 


some moisture ' is necessary • to 
keep tubers from shriveling, it is 
wise to sprinkle them, occasionally 
during the .winter. 


Tuberous-Rooted Begonias: Tu- 


berous-rooted, begonias continue to 
bloom until the frost cuts them 
down. .A covering .of cloth or 
paper/ during, the earjy frost will 
protect' theni and often blooms con- 
tinue till mid-November. 


This 
treatment 
permits 
the 


bulbs to mature naturally, other- 
wise one will have difficulty car- 
rying them through the^winter. 


Dig them lip before severe frost 


and spread out in flats (leaving 
soil adhering to roots). Put in a 
sunny, airy space and allow to 
ripen. When stems and leaves have 
dried, clean off and store the 
tubers in dry sand, soil or peat- 
moss in a temperature of 40 to 50 
degrees. 


Tigridia: The corms of the ti- 


gridia are lifted and stored, as are 
those of the gladiolus, being sure 
that they are dry before stonng. 
Propagation is from seeds or from 
cormels. 


Bagasse, 
the largely 
wasted 


crushed sugar cane from which the 
sap has been extracted, can be 
used to make newsprint paper, re- 
lieving in part the'demand for 
wood pulg.

room for their toy* and other be- 
longings. In recent years, gas ap* 
p 1 i a n c e manufacturers have 
streamlined their kitchen and laun- 
dry equipment to provide utmost 
efficiency in the constantly shrin- 
king floor space of new homes. 


Incidentally, gas incinerators for

Eligible Vets 
May Apply for 
New Insurance 


Eligible veteran* who served In 


the armed forces since the start 
of the Korean campaign may ap- 
ply after discharge for the new 
post-service term insurance pro- 
vided by the Insurance Act of 1951, 
the Illinois Veterans Commission 
said today. 


No medical .examination Is re- 


quired for this insurance. 


To be eligible, veterans must 


have been entitled to indemnity 
protection under the Indemlnty 
Act of 1951 and must have been 
ordered into active service for a 
period in excess of 30 days. This 
would include veterans ordered in- 
to such service who were in service 
on June 27, 1960, and those en- 
tering service on and after that 
date. 


The Illinois Veterans Commission 


said these veterans need aot have 
served in the Korean campaign 
itself; the required service any- 
where in the world will meet this 
eligibility requirement of the law. 


The other requirement is that 


they must apply in writing to VA 
for this insurance within 120 days 
after their separation from serv- 
ice. The application must be ac- 
companied by the correct prem- 
ium. 


The new insurance Is in the 


form of a five-year level premium 
term contract 'that is renewable 
every five years at the premium 
rate for the then-attained age. This 
insurance may'' not be converted 
to any of the permanent plans of 
insurance administered by the VA. 
It also is non-participating—that is, 
no dividends wilhbe paid on it

Want to Win? Learn to Meld

Sometimes 
the 
question 
of 


whether to make the initial meld 
early or late depends on the kind 
of pairs you have in ,your hand. 
With high pairs, you tend to meld 
early; with low pairs, you tend to 
meld late.

ICE CREAM'S OUR DISH 


America's milk-drinking, butter-eating and other dairy 


products-consuming habit* are changing gradually over 
the year*. They.lndicate the possibility of further revolu- 
tion in the dairy Industry over the next decade. 


Butter consumption ha* dropped from 18 pounds per 


person to about nine pounds per person in the last 20 
years. At the same time, consumption of non-fat milk 
solids has increased from 89 to 47 pounds per person per 


year. Cheese .consumption in the U. 8. has gone up 
from 4>/4 pounds per person per year to 7& pounds since- 
1MO. And ice cream consumption has gone up from 22 
to 44 pounds per person per year in the same time. 


The rise of margarine consumption is responsible for 


the drop in butter sales. Margarine consumption this 
year is expected to be about eight pounds per person- 
only a pound lea* than butter. In 19M margarine con- 
sumption was only three pounds per person. Total pro* 
duction of margarine this year is expected to be 1.23 bil- 
lion pounds, as compared to 1.3S billion pounds of butter. 
Next year margarine consumption may surpass butter 
consumption.

It's a "Women's Affairs Sec- 
retary." Diplomatic missions have always had military 
attaches, economic experts, agricultural advisers, late 
counselors and the like. But this is the first time any 
embassay has recognized that what goes on in the wom- 
en's world is of some importance. The idea may grow. 


First to occupy this new position as women's affairs 


secretary in the German embassy is Frau Otto Kiep. 
Her husband was an official in the old German embassy 
in Washington before World War I. So she knows Wash- 
ington and America. Her job is to report back to her 
government what women's organizations are doing in this 
country. But she'll also let American women know what 
German women are doing. 


While the U. S. now has two women diplomats hea 


ing missions abroad—Ambassador Eugenie Anderson in 
Denmark and Minister Perle Mesta in Luxembourg—it 
has no high ranking women's affairs secretaries abroad 
or in Washington.

Doctor, Patient Relations 


Few things are so generally mis- 


understood 
as 
medical 
thelcs. 


Most people who think about this 
at all have some vague idea that 
medical ethics is a set of rules 
established by the medical profes- 
sion to protect the doctor* 'and 
confuse the public. 


Actually, medical ethics is a 


code of behavior which physicians 
have developed themselves to Im- 
prove their dealings with their 
paUents and with other doctors. 
The origin of this code lies in the 
famous Oath of Hippocrates which 
I wish I could quote in full. 


However, contrary to what many 


people believe, the code of ethics 
has been modified repeatedly be- 
cause of changing conditions of 
society. 


The opening section of the pres- 


ent code of thlca^*tates: "A pro- 
fession has for it* prime object the 
service it can render to humanity; 
reward or financial gain should be 
a subordinate consideration. The 
practice of medial i* a profes- 
sion. In choosing this profession 
an individual assumes an obliga- 
tion to conduct himself in accord 
with its ideals." 


A few points afoul "ethics" are 


particularly bothersome to 
pa- 


tients. One of these arises when 
a patient or a patient's family 
wishes to change physicians. 


Such a change is at all times 


the privilege of the patient; the 
only thing that the patient or the 
family need to do in order to make 
a change during the course of an 
illness is to notify the physician 
In chage that another physician 
is to be called in inhis place. 


It should be obvious that if this 


is not done a great deal of con- 


fusion and bad feeling is likely to 
arise. 
• 
° 


A second thing* which seems to 


bother many people is the ques- 
tion of consultation. The code of 
ethic* state* -tnat: "In serious ill- 
ness, especially in doubtful or dif- 
ficult 
conditions, the 
physician 


should request consultations." This 
is clear enough, and the patient, 
.too, can ask the attending physi- 
cian,for a consultation by another 
physician. 


A final point, which comes up 


occasionally, and which this col- 
umn haa been asked, is whether 
there is any way by which a pa- 
tient who feels he has not been 
properly treated, has been over- 
charged, or is otherwise dissatis- 
fied, can ask for review of the 
conduct of the physician. 
COMPLAINTS ARE REVIEWED 


In a large number of places this 


is now possible since a goodly 
number of county and state med- 
ical societies have set up commit- 
tees to^hear complaints of this sort. 
Such committees 
have 
accom- 


plished a great deal of good, and 
I am glad to say that most of them 
have not had too much to do. 


Since physicians, like patients, 


are 'human beings, and since the 
human body is a complicated or-' 
ganism, there will always be some 
unfortunate experiences with medi- 
cal care and < more misunderstand- 
ings. 


However, it seems beyond ques- 


tion that the principles of medical 
ethics have been enormously help- 
ful to the public welfare and that 
this code hasSgreatly improved the 
relationship between the medical 
profession and the public.

The 
forest has been mapped and stud- 
ied so thoroughly that it affords an 
excellent opportunity to study the 
wilt disease. 


Foresters still do not know • als% 


the ways in which oak wilt spreads 
from diseased to healthy trees. 
But they do know that one way is 
through adjoining roots. Study of 
the disease is continuing, and re- 
sults will be made known as soon 
as they are ready.
